“We inquired of the State pur- 
chasing agerit how the prices and 
quality of San Quentin furniture 

ompared with prices and quality 
of furniture purchased from pri- 
vate concerns. He informed us that 
in the majority of cases he could 
purchase furniture cheaper on the 
outside, and that the quality was 
superior to the prison product; 
and he further stated that for 
those reasons he was buying most 
of the furniture on the outside.” 
_ The report shows that loss to the 
State occurs in the prison factory 
despite the factory's advantage 
over private firms in not being re- 
quired to pay wages of workmen, 
rent, taxes, interest, depreciation, 
insurance and other operative costs.

Japanese insurance companies 
have limited resources, and those 
in the know believe that it is im- 
possible for them to make a pay- 
ment exceeding 100,000,000 yen out 
of thelr own funds. The only 
course open for them is to borrow

ie ite duty to come to the aid of 
insurance companies. In what- 
ever way thix loan is made to the 
companies, there is no doubt that 
it wil’ infilet a heavy loss on the 
national treasury. Although the 
losses resulting from the fires fol- 
iowtng the edrthquake were im- 
mense, the disaster was local, after 
all.

clearly lable for losses resulting 
from incendiarism and carelessness.

419 of the commercial code pro- 
vides that insurers are liable for 
losses caused by fire, irrespective 
of the cause of such fire, though 
when fires are the result of wars 
or revolutions, the insurers are 
absolved of all responsibility. That 
there is confusion in the inter- 
pretation of various articles relat- 
ing to HMability tn cases of fires is 
amply evident. The insurance 
laws will have to be remodeled 
and made less ambiguous, 


SYSTEM WAS BAD 

Those who insist that insurance 
companies should pay up declare 
that if they fall to do so they are 
guilty of sheer fraud, and some 
of the Tokio journals, like the 
Yomiuri, urge the public not to 
permit such a “dodging of the is- 
sue.” It has been the practice 
of Japanese insuran com 
to evade their liability to 
far as possible, even in the case 
or erdinary fires, if there are in- 
dications that insurants saved part 
of the goods insured. Suppose 
that the insurants saved 56 per 
cent of the goods insured from 
destruction by fire, the insurance 
companies insist that the goods 
saved were much larger, 70 or 80 
per cent, and limit their payments 
often to 20. or 30 per cent. This 
has caused a general tendency 
among insurants to let the goods 
burn where they can be easily 
saved, and this tendency was in 
evidence everywhere in the fires 
that followed the earthquake. For 
this deplorable practice insurance 
companies are more to blame than 
insurants. 

The fact is also undeniable that 
the svstem of fire insurance made 
the consequences of the earth. 
quake fires more disastrous than 
it would have been ubeue ft. If 
there had existed no such system 
as fire insurance, citizens would 
have provided themselves with 
more complete and more effective 
fire fighting apparatus. It is a 
well-known fact that the wooden 
structure of the Hypothec Bank 
was saved because it had on its 
premises a well. Had there been 
no such thing as fire insurance, 
big barks, schools and government 
offices would have had their own 
we'ls and more efficient fire-ex.- 
tinguishing apparatus of 
own.
